New Zealand Cval. 

: New York, August 26. 

The Journal here has the foliow- 
ing Washington special: “While this 
country is exporting millions of gal- 
lons of coal oil every year, and while 
California is the great mineral State 
of this country, it is learned that the 
State is literally importing coal from 
New Zealand. Colonel Griffin of New 
Zealand writes to the State Depart- 
ment that considerable quantities of 


coal are being shipped from New Zea- 
land to San Francisco. He states 
that the constantl y-increasing demand 
fur coal ia California has directed the 
attention of the people of Australia 
and New Zealand to their coal mines, 
and a considerable business h»s sprung 
ap in the shipping of coal to the 
United States. From New South 
Wales alone nearly 100,000 tons have 
been shipped to San Francisco, and 
the mines of New Zealand are being 
rapidly developed, with the expecta- 
tion of doing a thriving business ip 
this line. The coal, he says, sells in 
San Francisco at $6.25 per ton, and as 
it costs but $5.75 to mine and ship it 
there, a handsome profit is left to 
exporters. ,

EGYPT’s TROUBLE. 

The Action on Thursday—A One-Sided 
Report That. 2,000 English Troops 
Stand Off 10,000 Egyptians -The 
British General Calis f.r More 
Troops. 


Lonpon, August 25. 

General Wolseley, in a dispatch to 
the War Office, recounts the engage- 
ment at Magfar on Thursday, in which 
he held his ground the whole day 
}against 10,000 Egyptians. His forces 
ovmbered 2,000. He says: “I ad- 
vanced before’ daybreak with — the 
Household Cavalry, two horse-artille- 
ry guns, thirty mounted infantry and 
1,000 men from the York and Lancas- 
ter regiments and the marines. After 
some skirwishing I took possession of 
a dam which the enemy had . con- 
structed across the canal between the 
villages of Magfar and Makata. Dur- 
ing the engagement two squadrons of 
the Household Cavalry charged the 
enemy’s broken infantry very gallant- 
ly. I soon found the enemy was 
being largely reinforced from Tel-el- 
Kebia. I could see teams arriving, 
and thought it inconsistent with our 
condition for the Queen’s army to re- 
tire before any number of Egyprian 
troops, and so decided to hold my 
groun. until reinforcements arrived. 

All dav long I bad an Egyptian 
force of 10,000 with two guns on my 
froot and on my right flank. The pre- 
cision of the enemy’s artiNery fire was 
very good, but fortunately they fired 
common shell nearly all day, and 
when they did fire shrapnel the fuse 
was badly adjusted. The enemy had 
cavalry regiments in line. Our horses 
having been recently on board ship 
were not in condition to gallop much. 
The two-horse artillery guos were 
served with pluck and ability. Our 
casualties were slight. Captain Parr’s 
mounted infantry distingdished’ itself. 
All the troops engaged did well.” In 
a telegram dispatched at 2 o’clock this 
morning, General Wolseley adds: ‘I 
Omitted to say that I had with me 
yesterday two Gatling guns worked by 
seamen who handled them admirably.” 

- ALEXANDRIA, August 25.

it is Described as « Sick-hole of Filth 
and Wretchedness. 


Dr. Tucker visited the Reno Asy-- 


lum, and pronounced it nearly perfect. 


in all feepects. The next insane asy- 
lum he visited was the Utah ‘institu- 
tion, which he,condemned in unmeéas- 
ured terms. He says he found 21 
patients, 12 males and 9 females all 
rolliog in the filth and dirt. Two of 
the patients were sane, and why they 
were in such a p'ace no one knows. 
In a yard of this institution were iron 
cages, kept fur the purp»se of confin- 
ing the patients, a number of whom 
were ironed hand and foot. An at- 
tendant said they gentiy chastised 
these patients with a stick and etrap, 


the latter being used on the women. 
The stench about the place was un- 
bearable and the filth was like that of 
apigpen. The place is in charge of 
a Mormon by the name of Seymour B. 

Young, @ nephew of the extinct 
prophet Brigham. Dr. Tucker says: 

“*] have, during the last four months, 
visited four asylums in New South 
Wales, three in Victoria, two in Ace- 
laide, two in Tasmania, three io New 
Zealand, one in Honolulu, three io 
California, one in Nevada and the one 
in Utah, and in no instance have I 
seen sights so horrible as those of to- 
day.” 

The Salt Lake Tribune says of Dr. 
Tucker’s report of what he saw at the 
Mormon asylum: No words are wasted 
on display, but the Doctor tells in reg- 
ular Julius Cesar style exactly what 
he saw and—smelled. ‘The recital 
shows a state of facts that are a dis- 
grace to the Territory, the country, 
the city, and all concerned with the 
management of local affairs or with 
the asylum itself. The person in 
charge ot the asylum complained of}. 
the unannounced visit. “ You should 
have given me notice,” said he, “so 
that I could have cleaned the place up 
and prepared to receive you.’’ He 
made no pretense that the rooms or 
the patients were iv worse plight than 
ordinary;on the contrary, the impli- 
cation clearly was that the visitors saw 
everything in its ordinary state, which 
would have been changed if he had 
been advised of the visit, It is fortn- 
nate for the cause of truth that ne 
notice of the visit was given, although 
it isn’t likely that a person of such 
blunted susceptibilities would have 
been able to make much change. The 
Doctor was sickened by the distress 
and fetid odor of the nasty place. It 
is a marvel that some fatal contagion 


does not break out there; it is a moral, 


and material plague-spot.

A Promising Mine. 

The Four Hills quartz mine is, from 
all accounts, destined to become oné 
of the leading mines of Sierra county, 
Cal.
